twas struck by a Long Island Rail- 
road ‘electric train bound from New 
ork to Babylon. The.accident took 
place ai the unguarded School House 
Road crossing, a little east of Massa- 
pequa. :

Two in Serious Condition. 


Of the injured it was said late last 
evening that Valborg Stenholm’s 
condition is regarded as serious.and 
Miller, who has a broken left leg and 
burns from the electric third rail, is 
declared to be in a dangerous con- 
dition. The others;*with lacerations 
and abrasions, are painfully injured. 

According to the police the acci- 
dent occurred shortly after 4 o’clock 
when the seven car express train was 
going toward its terminal at Babylon 
‘The train hit the auto with such 
force that the vehicle was pushed on 
down the tracks for more than 500, 
feet before the motorman was able ; 
to stop the train .Some of the occu 

ants of the auto were thrown out 

y the impact; the rest were carried 
along in the tangled mass of wreck- 
age. 

As soon as the train came to a 
grinding stop the crew and several 
passengers rushed to the first car 
and set about removing the victims, 
The road itself ‘is fairly well traveled 
2nd other motorists. stopped. their 
cars and ran to the scene. 

They found the automobile, once:a 
g@even-passenger touring car, com- 
pletely crumpled. Its four wheels 
were taken off, its engine was twist- 
ed around to the side. All the glass 
was broken; the two doors on the 
far side were cracked off; those on 
the side which had been struck were 
forced inward, completely over their 
catches. 


Driver Killed in Seat. 


Schwartz, who had been driving, 
‘was dead in the front seat, still hold- 
ing the lower part of the steering 
wheel. Beside him were two of the 
injured. In the wreckage of the 
back seat the dead were mingled 
with the injured, the figures crowded 
grotesquely into the mass of twisted 
eteel. A doll, apparently the proper- 
ty of Priscilla Doelte, lay decapitated 
on top of everything. 

The gasoline tank of the car was 
#mashed by the crash and the gaso- 
line was ignited by a short circuit 
caused. when the wrenched steel 
touched the third rail. The fire did 
not spread and soon was out, but it 
hampered immediate rescue work. 
The third rail continued as a danger 
to the rescuers unti) the power was 
turned off a little later. 

' As ’soon as all the dead and in- 
jured could be taken from the car 
other.automobiles were run down the 

_ right-of-way and turned into tempo- 

rary ambulances for the race to 

Amityville and Dr. Reed's Hospital. 

Four of the nine were dead when 

help reached them; the fifth, Dagma 

Stenholm, died on the way to the 

hospital. 

Long Island Railroad workmen ar- 
rived shortly after the victims had 
been taken to Amityville and they 
removed the wreckage from the 
track, The power was then turned 
on and the train went on its route.

MacDonald Also Charges That 
Premier Weakened Force of 
Kellogg Anti-War Treaty. 


ASSAILS NAVAL ACCORD TOO 


On Eve of Party Conference 
Gleeful Laborites Hope Tories 
Must Make Protection Issue.

BIRMINGHAM, Sept. 30.—A sharp 
attack upon the Conservative Gov- 
ernment on the charge of putting 
obstacles in the way of disarmament, 
making reservations to limit the ef- 
fectiveness of the Kellogg Pact to 
outlaw war and reverting to secret 
diplomacy in the Anglo-French naval 
agreement was delivered here this 
afternoon by Ramsay MacDonald at 
the Labor Party’s annual rally prior 
to opening its general conference. 

The former Premier of the Labor 
Party demanded that Prime Minister 
Baldwin publish immediately not 
only the text of the Anglo-French 


naval agreement but the text of all 
the letters and notes which passed 
between the two Governments in ne- 
gotiating it, so that the British public 
could know just what agreements 
were reached. 

Following the rally, the Executive 
Council of the Labor Party issued a 
manifesto in which it promised, 
when again it obtained control of the 

gr zy any interna- 
tional agreement that up till then 
had not been disclosed at all or only 
imperfectly disclosed. It declared 
that continuance of any such agree- 
ment would be subject to decision of 
the House of Commons. 


Election Campaign Plans. 


The Labor conference was the last 
before the general election campaign 
opens tomorrow. J. L. Clynes, chair- 
man of today’s rally, said a program 
would be adopted which would 
“make the Socialist purpose of our 
party clear as day-to every one.’’ But 
the resolutions on the agenda indi- 
cate that the program will be one of 
moderate reforms, since the most 
that the party politicians hope for is 
again to assume government by a 
coalition with the small Liberal bloc. 

Arthur Henderson, whom the Tory 
foes consider the most astute elec- 
tioneer in Labor ranks, is hopeful of 
a combined Labor-Liberal majority 
of about twenty in the Commons. 

Despite Mr. MacDonald's emphasis 
on ‘foreign affairs, it was evident 
in the conversations in gatherings of 
delegates in the Birmingham hotels 
and the speeches of other orators at 
the rally. that neither extension of 
disarmament nor arbitration is going 
to be the Labor Lg principal 
issue in the. election. ey believe 
that Prime Minister Baldwin, pushed 
by Tory extremists, is going un- 
willingly before the country on a vir- 
tual protection versus free trade 
issue. Inasmuch as they beat the 
Conservatives once on that issue they 
are preparing gleefully to do their

PARIS, Sept. 30.—Whatever revi- 
sion of reparations may be made, 
France intends to receive from Ger- 
many enough to pay her creditors, 
plus a fair allowance for reconstruc- 
tion. - Premier Poincaré made this 
declaration in a speech today at the 


unveiling of a monument to war dead 
in. the village of Chambéry in the 
Department of Savoie. 

After reviewing the war record of 
the Chausseurs Alpins, who come 
largely from Savoie, and in a regi- 
ment of which he did his military 
service, the Premier declared that 
the spirit.of France’s dead called on 
the country not to repudiate their 
victory. 

Both on limitation of armaments 
and reparations M. Poincaré thought 
France had shown a generous spirit. 

“Our security and our reparations 
were promised to us,’’ he said, “and 
since we laid down. our arms we have 
sought nothing-more than- ithe. ful- 
fillment of those engagements. 

Reviews France’s Peace. Role. 

Reviewing France's réle in ‘the 
Geneva and Locarno compacts and 
other peace measures, he continued: 

“We hope that,all people will have 
a desire for peace as fervent as our 
own. No one suffered more than we,

Millerand for Severity. 


Another Nationalist speech was 
made today by former President 
Millerand at. Clermont-Ferrand. He 
advocated a stiff attitude toward 
Germany. Referring_to the Kallen 
pact, he said it lacked sanctions an 
that it was not enough for France to 
trust her safety to it. 

“A campaign is going on in Ger- 
many and elsewhere, even in 
France,”” he said, “‘to delete Article 
234 from the Treaty of Versailles, 
which article makes Germany and 
her allies responsible for the war 
What purpose can this have except 
the logical conclusion that innocent 
Germany should no longer pay for 
her faults? At the same time we see 
a campaign for the union of Austria 
to Germany in direct violation of 
the Treaty of Versailles. Can we 
forget what happened only fourteen 


years ago? 

*‘‘Were the Nationalists to return 
to power in Germany tomorrow we 
should be told that the Kellogg pact 
is there to protect us. Certainly ! 
understand the value of a solemn 
appeal addressed to the conscience 
oF the world. But even its authors 
have put us on guard against illu- 
sions which may grow out of this 
pact without sanctions.”

SILENT ON SOUTH CAROLINA 


Colonel Mann’s Report, Omitting 
That State, Tells Hope to Get Most 
of South’s Electoral Votes.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Colone? 
Horace: A. Lann, in charge of the 
Republican campaign in the South, 
in a report made public tonight by 
Dr. Work, Chairman of the Republi- 
can .National Committee, asserted 
that Herbert Hoover would receive 
an ‘‘overwhelming majority of the 
ninety-eight electoral votes of North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louis- 
iana, Tennessee and Kentucky, if the 
election were held tomorrow.” 

This coaclusion, Colonel Mann said, 
was based upon opinions of Chair- 
men of the respective States and a 
personal observation. He reported 
that all of the larger Southern news- 
papers had been unfriendly to the 
Republican cause, but that the week- 
ly press had opened its columns 
fairly to both parties. 

Colone] Mann reported that this is 
the first time in many years that a 
campaign for. the Presidency has 
been waged in the South by the Re- 
publican. Party and that new organiz- 
ations had. to be formed for the pur- 
pose. r ° 

‘‘Many thousands of Hoover clubs 
have been formed in the nine States 
where the campaign is under my di- 
rection. The Democrats ‘themselves 
have organized thousands of such 
clubs, and are continuing to do so,’’ 
Colonel Mann said. 

“Upon. taking over the work here, 
I found our political organizations at 
a low ebb in many sections of the 
South. We have taken counsel from 
our new-found friends in strengthen- 
ing these organizations. 


Some Electors Once Democrats. 
‘In some States the majority of 
the electors pledged to our candidate 


are from the ranks of those who i 


have long opposed us. In. one State 
the entire electoral ticket is made 
up of Democrats.’’ 


The report contained a summary 
of the situation in the respective 
States submitted by State Chairmen 
and those managing the Hoover cam- 
paler in the South.

are to be credited with persistence, 
everything indicates that it will give 
a whopping Republican majority this 
year, at least for the electors pledged 
to Mr. Hoover. 

In 1924, Kansas City, not including 
the rest of Jackson County, gave 
Coolidge 80,188 votes to 64,682 for 
Davis and 7,490 for La Follette, a 
plurality of 15,506 for Coolidge, and 
a majority of 8,016 for him over the 
combined Davis and La Follette vote.

Registration Is Large. 


For a long time, there has been 
lethargy among Kansas City’s elec- 
torate. This year, there is an ob- 
vious aroused interest. It is shown 
in the registration for the Novem- 
ber election. The totai registrants 
exceeded 203,000 or 32,000 more than 
had ever registered in the city’s his- 
tory. Women turned out in impres- 
sive. numbers at. the registration 
places. They were especially numer- 
ous in the “home owning’ districts, 
where they outnumbered the men 
al registered, a most unusual 
ng. 
What does it all portend, this sur- 
passing registration of voters in 
Kansas City, apropos of the fact 
that Governor Smith’s religion is 
the. paramount. issue. in estern 
Missouri and fact throughout 
rural Missouri? 
Naturally, the political managers 
of the two major parties in the end 
of the State publicly interpret con- 
ditions as favorable to their side in 
each case. The Democrats point to 
the fact that when Senator Robin- 
son, their Party’s Vice Presidential 
candidate, spoke in Kansas City 
Friday night in the spacious con- 
vention hall where William J. Bryan 
and Herbert Hoover were nominated 
for President by their respective 
parties, the 11,000 persons there 
were aroused to a veritable frenzy 
of enthusiasm whenever Governor 
Smith’s name was mentioned. They 
hissed and booed when there was 
mention of Mr. Hoover. 
But most significant, in the Demo- 
cratic view, was the demonstration, 
a series of demonstrations, when 
Senator Robinson defended Gov- 
ernor Smith’s adherence to his re- 
legious faith and condemned the 
spirit of intolerance that is directed 
against it.

000; and it is conceded by neutral 
political observers that this claim 
may rest on a solid foundation. 
These neutral experts say..-they 
would not be surprised if. the Demo- 
crats captured Kansas City by from 
3,000 to 5,000, which is a subnormal 
Democratic majority. In this city 
and through Western Missouri »the 
Republicans have the support of the 
four Kansas City daily newspapers.

While the price of wheat is down, 
Kansas grows premium wheat which 
commands the best price. Kansas 
farmers are getting good prices for 
their cattle and hogs, and, while 
there is. much’ dissatisfaction .with 
Mr. Hoover’s farm relief ideas, noth- 
ing his appeared to show such a 
party convulsion as would cause him 
to lose the State’s electoral vote, 
according to some observers. 

These same observers, however, 
may be all wrong. In 1924, Coolidge 
got 407,671 votes in Kansas, Davis 
ot 254,780 and La Follette 98,461.

Conditions this year, unless the 
rohibition issue cuts a big figure 
n Kansas, which prides itself on 
its prohibition record, are not as 
favorable there for Hoover as they 
were for Coolidge. To what degree 
Senator Curtis’s canaidacy will help 
the Republican national ticket in 
his own State is not apparent yet, 
nor is there any outward evidence 
that Governor Smith made votes for 
himself in his speechless tour over 
the Kansas prairies.

Protestant Clergy Also Called Upon 
by Rabbi to Repudiate Bigotry as 
Sin Against Nation and Religion.

everything short of lawlessness: in 
order to prevent a son of the Roman 
Catholic-communion from’ becoming 
President of the United States.’’ 

He asserted that the whispering 
campaign against the Republican 
candidate was not on a parity with 
the pg 35 against the Demo- 
cratic candidate. 


Denounces ‘‘Unholy War.’’ 


“Something may be said about the 
Republican. candidate being a 


Quaker and about his having been 
British in sympathy—the one thing 
that he obviousty 1s not,’’ said Dr. 
Wise. ‘“‘But that is a very different 
thing from virtually proclaiming a 
holy war, a most unholy. war, 
against a candidate on the ground 
that he is a Catholic.’’ 

After denouncing attacks on the 
family life of ‘‘one of the two can- 
didates,’”” Rabbi Wise declared: 

‘“‘Those of us who look with horror 
upon the rise of the spirit of re- 
ligious bigotry in our coun hope 
that the Republican candidate may 
yet find it in his heart to say what 
he has not said vigorously and un- 
equivocally up to this time—that he 
does not wish to be elected Presi- 
end of the United States by the 
forces of religious bigotry and fa- 
naticism, that it is no honor to have 
the support of such as would intro- 
duce religious strife and sectarian 
fanaticism into the life of America 
and make it a part of the American 
polity.

Call to Protestant Clergy. 


Because the Catholic priesthood 
must remain qtiet Dr. Wise called 
on Protestant Church leaders of 


America to rise in every community 
and ‘‘declare before God and man 
and in the name of America, it is 
a sin against America and religion 
alike to ‘say that no man should be 
President of the United States be- 
causé. he belongs to one rather than 
another order of Christian com- 
munion.”’ 

Dr. Wise referred to the campaign 
against Governor Smith by the Rev. 
Dr. John Roach Straton, pastor of 
Calvery ._Baptist. Church, just across 
= from Carnegie Hall. He 
said: 


“‘Would the gentleman who min- 
isters to the church across tHe street 
pursue the Democratic candidate for 
the United States with his scurrilous 
preachments, if the Democratic can- 
didate for the United States hap- 
pened to be a member of one of the 
great Protestant churches? 

“To the ears of some it will sound

TWO FRENCH VILLAGES 
CELEBRATE REBUILDING 


Nomeny and Sancy, Completely 


Destroyed in War, Hold Fetes 
to Mark Full Reconstraction.

PARIS, Sept. 30.—Two villages 
which were entirely destroyed in the 
World War celebrated today, ten 
years after, the reconquest of the 
ground on which they stood, their 
entire reconstruction. 

One was the village of Nomeny, in 
the department of Meurthe-et-Moselle. 
It was burned by order of the Ger- 
man General Bausch on Aug. 20, 
1914. Forty-seven of the inhabitants 
were shot and seventy-three perished 
in “reprisals,’”” according to the 
statement of General von Oven, 
Governor of Metz, ‘for having trai- 
torously fired on our brave soldiers.”’ 

Today a monument was unveiled 
by Louis Marin, Minister of Pen- 
sions, to all those inhabitants who 


were killed on that day and during 
the war. 

The second village to celebrate its 
reconstruction was Sancy. It is sit- 
uated in the middle of the district 
known as the Chemin des Dames, 
where some of the most ruinous 
fighting of the whole war took place. 
Not a single house there escaped 
complete destruction. ; 

Probably it would never have been 
rebuilt except that young Lucien 
ae was killed there. His father, 
a way worker, determined to ap- 
peal to all his fellow-workers to con- 
tribute to the village’s reconstruc- 
tion. His ap won rt all

“If there were enough gymnasiums 
in the city,’’ Judge Levy said, ‘‘we 
judges would have to close up ee 
and go out of business. I can’t think 
of a more inspiring gift than this 
gymnasium.”’

Brothers were Sol M. Stroock, Presi- 
dent of the Federation for the Sup- 

rt of Jewish Philanthropic Socie- 
ies; Will Hays, President of the 
Motion Picture Producers and _Dis- 
tributors of America, and the Rev. 
Dr. Nathan Krass, rabbi of Temple 
Emanu-El, who consecrated the gym- 
nasium, Mr. Hays said the Warner 
Brothers ideal was to make useful 
motion pictures. 

Children of the asylum demon- 
strated the uses to which the 
nasium will be put, giving exhibi- 
tions of gymnastics and dramatics.

been sold for the contest. This meant 
that the Giants had taken in between 
$25,000 and $30,000 in advance from 
the public and speculators. 

And there were speculators! They 
crowded around the entrances to the 
Polo Grounds yesterday, offering 
their reserved seat and box seat 
tickets at bargain rates, but there 
were few if any takers. Box seats 
which sell regularly for two dollars, 
were being offered for fifty cents. 

Of course not all the reserved seats 
were in the hands of the speculators. 
The fans had them too, but only 
about 3,000 of the 8,000 present yes- 
terday were in the ‘reserved places. 
Yesterday’s chilly weather and the 
anti-climactic nature of the e kept 
even ticket holders away. They gam- 
bled and lost and took their losses. 
So the $20,000 loss on the game was 
borne, not by the Giants, but by the 
fans and the speculators.

Drives More Than 200 Yards. 


When a woman drives well beyond 
the 200-yard mark and straight down 
the fairway, as Miss Collett did 
throughout her last two rounds, 
sometimes getting out near the 250- 
yard mark; when she pitches shors 
of 150 yards or more on to greens, as 
the champion did most of the time: 
when she makes the recoveries that 
the Rhode Island star made when- 
ever she happened to get into trouble, 
she is doing just about all that can 
be asked. 

When, in addition to that, she 
keeps the putts down to an aver- 
age of two on slippery bent greens 
and sloping greens, such as the ones 
on the Cascades course, it’s hard to 
conceive how any one in the world, 
Miss Wethered not excepted, is going 
to excel her. 

In each of the last two matches 
Miss Collett had a chance to reach 
the turn in 35, which is men’s par, 
but each time she took 5s on the 
ninth hole. Even that gave her 36s, 
and a 36 on the first nine holes of 
the Cascades course is something 
not to be scoffed at. With that 
kind of golf she would have forced 
anybody, Bobby Jones included, to 
do some tall hustling to keep pace 
with her. 

Miss Collett always has been able 
to drive well, although the writer 
cannot remember a time when she 
drove so consistently well as she did 
at Hot Springs. But where she has 
improved tremendously is in her ap- 
proaching and putting, especially in 
putting. 


Errors Proved Costly. 
Had she been as proficient in these 


two departments in past years as 90; 


she was at Hot Springs, she now 
would have far more than three 
championships to her credit. Most 
of her defeats in other champion- 


ships have been due to her tendency 
to make costly little mistakes at 
critical junctures. 

She made a few mistakes in the 
recent championship, but she man- 
aged to reduce them to a mini- 
mum, and few were mistakes of 
judgment. What she apparently has 
learned within the past year is to 
play careful golf. 

She now takes her time in the play- 
ing of all her shots, no longer hurry- 
ing them and making errors by so 
doing. Her caution especially is no- 
ticeable on the greens. She now 
gets set before she attempts to putt, 
with the result that she is pu ting 
far better than ever before. 

Her putting style has changed a 
bit, too, but it is as likely as not 
that her marked improvement is due 
far more to her taking plenty of 
time than to any alteration of form. 


Has Best Record. 


In comparing her record with that 
of other shining examples. of 
women's golf—Miss Wethered, Mrs. 
Alexa Stirling Fraser and Mrs. Doro- 
thy Campbell Hurd—we are inclined 


to think that hers is better than 
those of any of the others. 

Of course there is a great deal of 
danger in comparing records that are 
not contemporary, but assuring that 
it can be done, her string of three 
national championships, three East- 
ern championships, four North and 
South championships, two Canadian 
championships and one French cham- 
pionship, all gained in a span of six 
years, will stand comparison with 
Miss Wethered’s record of having 
won the British title three years out 
of four and with Mrs. Hurd’s really 
remarkable span of victories made 
over a much longer period of time.

“ that basis.” 

Thus we.at last have both Presi- 
dential candidates setting their faces 
against the most discreditable factor 
in this election. So far as they can 
do so by their personal attitude, 
they have ruled it out. Doubtless 
the miserable thing will survive in 
holes and corners... The appeals to 
ignorance and to invincible prejudice 
will continue to be made. But this 
will be more and more secretly and 
with greater shame. Openly and 
officially we shall hear no more of 
these attempts to proscribe one in 
five American citizens on account 
of religious faith.

distinguished group of foreigners to

try. There has been, in past years, 
a flood of talk about the undying 
friendship that unites the English- 
speaking peoples. However sincere, 
it has in too many cases been de- 
prived of part of its significance by 
the fact that, despite the hands 
across the sea, the peoples on the 
two sides of the Atlantic have 
known surprisingly little of each 
other. 

The reasons for this are many. 
Both races are inclined to be com- 
placent and self-centred. In England 
as in America tradition has fostered 
ignorance. Americans have been 
brought up with the impression that 
British redcoats may be lurking on 
the horizon, ready to undo the work 


ness the recent alarums and excur- 
sions of a famous Mayor of a great 
American city. The English, on the 
other hand, have been inclined to 
look upon Americans as somewhat 
misguided relatives, who, if only 
they would follow the advice of their 
elders, would really be a fairly de- 
cent lot. 

Our journalistic visitors cannot 
but be impressed with the fact that, 
despite the strong Anglo-Saxon heri- 
tage of the United States, the Amer- 
ican people ceased many generations 
ago to be merely “transplanted 
Englishmen.” Without reference to 
the large admixture of the blood of 
many European nations which has 
inevitably tended to differentiate 
the present from the old stock and 
to dilute the British element, his- 
tory shows that the Americans were 
early influenced by their own cli- 
mate and continent, and that, as the 
centuries have passed, the differ- 
ences between them and their Brit- 
ish cousins have increased. ‘The 
English traits and traditions which 
survive go back to the England of 
the Four Georges, rather than of 
the Fifth. 

For these and many other reasons 
Americans interested in the cause 
of international good-will cannot but 
be glad of the visit of the Brit- 
ish editors. The better understand- 
ing. of America which will be theirs 
as a result of their travels will make 
it easier for them to explain to their 
readers some of the things which to 
the uninitiated Englishmen make 
modern America seem both strange 
and unreasonable. There is need for 
the close personal contact which 
these gentlemen will have with 
many aspects of American life. If 
as many American editors were to 
study conditions in Great Britain, 
there would also be a more sympa- 
thetic: understanding in the United 
States of Britain’s problems. 


THE SAFETY CONGRESS.

That fact makes the Safety 
Congress, beginning here today, of 
more than ordinary concern, for its 
great aim is to reduce the chances 
of death and of injuries. which may 
shorten or impair life. It can only 
bring to public view conditions with 
which it has especially todo, ex- 
press views and make recommenda- 
tions; but 6,000 men and women in- 
terested in this cause of safety must 
have a powerful influence in secur-

Some perished while 
making an essential sacrifice; but 
most suffered death or injury..with- 
out accomplishing any good for 
others. It is estimated that of the 
25,500 workers who lost their lives 
through. accidents, one-third could 
have been saved if only the precau- 
tions taken in 2,000 establishments 
had been in general use,.and 400,000 
injuries would have been avoided. 

The loss which touches the public 
most keenly is that of children, 
20,000 of whom under 15 years of 
age .met with accidental deaths. 
Death’s seizing the child out of the 
home is the most pathetic of the 
series which HOLBEIN and others 
painted, not to promote “safety 
first” but to arouse sympathy and 
understanding. Medicine and sani- 
tation have since done much to re- 
duce infant mortality, but death now 
seizes children in shocking and be- 
reaving numbers in the streets. It 
is safety training of the children 
themselves that will ultimately be 
most effective in making a genera- 
tion of safety-consciousness. Mean- 
while, the industries, the cities in 
the regulation of traffic, the public 
utilities that have to do in a large 
way with the problems of life, have 
a tremendous responsibility for 
making impossible that which is 
preventable. 

New York should give these visi- 
tors a cordial welcome, for they 
come to help push back the shadow 
on the dial for tens of thousands 
whose lives may thus be lengthened 
and given leave for higher adventure.

FIRST REAL AIRPLANE. 


The first engine-driven machine 
ever flown by man reposes in the 
Science Museum of South Kensing- 
ton. It was lent by ORVILLE WRIGHT 
as a protest against the injustice 
which, he believes, the Smithsonian 
Institution did him and his brother. 
Patriotic sentiment demands that 
the machine be placed beside LIND- 
BERGH’S Spirit of St. Louis in Wash- 
ington—two stages in the realiza- 
tion of an age-old, daring technical 
dream. Responding to this feeling, 
Dr. ABBOT, on behalf of the Institu- 
tion, has made another effort to 
placate ORVILLE WRIGHT. 

Dr. ABBOT frankly concedes near- 
ly every contention that ORVILLE 
WRIGHT has made: the too insistent 
harping on LANGLEY’s achievements 
when the Langley medal was pre- 
sented to the WRIGHTS; the publica- 
tion of an account of the presenta- 
tion which was apt to mislead; a 
certain snobbishness in an invita- 
tion to donate the now historic 
Wright biplane to the National Mu- 
seum; the questionable wisdom of 
hiring GLENN CURTISS to prove that 
the Langley monoplane could fly 
at a time when CurTiss and the 
WRIGHTS were involved in patent 
litigation; and the proclamation of 
claims for LANGLEY which were too 
sweeping in the light of alterations 
made before his machine was flown 
by CURTISS. 

Whether or not the Langley air- 
plane could fly in its original state, 
the WRIGHTS must be regarded as 
the true fathers of aviation. LANG- 
LEY so firmly believed in his ma- 
| chine that he permitted his engineer, 


The 
WRIGHTs, on the other hand, divined 
that a pilot must acquire the “ feel ” 
of the air. Following LILIENTHAL’s 
example, they coasted hundreds of 
times down the wind in motorless 
gliders. When they were ready to 
launch an engine-driven glider, they 
flew with a sense of experience and 
security. 

The point is that the WRIGHTS 
not only invented a successful air- 
plane, but also discovered the art of 
flying as we know it. Their tedious, 
hazardous, systematic groping, their 
discovery of what SOLOMON called 
“the way of an eagle in the air,” is 
not yet rightly appraised in histories 
of aviation. And because he knows 
better than any man alive what it 
meant to glide through countless, 
invisible, unknown perils, ORVILLE 
WRIGHT justly claims that he and 
his brother were research scientists 
as well as pioneer inventors. This 
rank is now accorded them by the 
Smithsonian Institution. Unfortu- 
nately, Mr. WRIGHT does not feel 
that Dr. ABBoT’s explanations and 
apologies are sufficient. He demands 
more. Public opinion will not be 
satisfied until some way is found of 
preserving the original Kitty Hawk 
plane of the WrRIGHTS in the United 
States—where it belongs.

As its name in- 
dicates, Blau gas (a hydrocarbon) 
was the discovery of HsrMaN BLAv, 
a well-known engineer of Augsburg. 
Because seven volumes could be 
compressed into one it had commer- 
cial possibilities which were not lost 
on JuLiIus PintscH. For years rail- 
way cars were illuminated by Pintsch 
gas. Farmers on both sides of the 
Atlantic cooked with it. 

The restless BLAv was not satisfied 
with this commercial success. He 
pursued his researches and succeeded 
in developing a gas which both Eu- 
rope and America have known for a 
decade as Blau gas and which now 
becomes new and mysterious by dub- 
bing it ‘“‘blue.”? BLav saw the pos- 
sibilities of still higher compressions. 
He succeeded in squeezing four hun- 
dred volumes into one. Not only this, 
but he made some of the lighter 
hydrocarbons absorb the heavier and 
thus obtained a fuel of high heat 
value. 

A gas which is but slightly heavier 
than air clearly has its advantages 
on an airship. The captain need not 
concern himself with the trim of his 
ship, as he must when tanks of 
liquid are tapped one after another. 
Probably this circumstance led Dr. 
Ecxener to experiment with Blau 
gas. High as its heat value may be, 
Blau gas cannot yet compete in 
cheapness with gasoline and kero- 
sene in generating power on the 
farm or in the small factory. In the 
air, cost is less important than safety 
and easy navigation.

MISHAPS AND PUNISHMENTS 


Plea for Railway Workers Who Are 
Victims of Circumstances. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

To no person but a railroad ‘man 
does the importance of care in his 
occupation appear so great. He is 
well aware of the number of lives 
that are dependent upon his every 
movement. To him railroad work 
and railroad safety are a religion. 
No law and no punishment for ¢are- 
lessness.can make him more careful. 
He has a strange, deep conception 
of the value of life and his relation 
to it in the bodies of the persons en- 
trusted to his care. A person, no 
matter how naturally careless or 
reckless he may be, undergoes a com- 
plete metamorphosis on becoming a 
railroad man and is, within a short 
time, imbued with that strange sense 
of duty to human life which charac- 
terizes the true railroad man. Around 
this concept of the immeasurable 
value of human life have been 
woven innumerable. stories of sacri- 
fice, daring and heroism. 

Occasionally, in any system that 
involves a combination of human 
factors and mechanical means, some- 
thing will be wrong, and catastrophe 
will result. Nothing human is or can 
be perfect. When such a catastrophe 
occurs, we all forget to take a ra- 
tional, considerate, understanding 
viewpoint and we permit our animal 
instincts to cry for revenge. Then 
our District Attorneys and our news- 
papers clamor unthinkingly for a 
fixation of blame, for a punishment 
of the human factor. 

No punishment of a switchman o2 
signalman will make our subway em- 
ployes more careful. The Times 
Square catastrophe itself did. that— 
if more careful they can be. Our 
law books tellus that the law seeks 
not to revenge or avenge; it seeks to 
deter others or to reform the crimi- 
nal. In the case of the Times Square 
disaster there is no need to do this. 
The accident will deter others from 
recklessness and there is no criminal 
to reform. 

Furthermore, when a man seeks a 
position with the Interborough, he 
does not contemplate being charged 
with homicide should an accident oc- 
cur for which, though not actually, 
he may, apparently, be to blame. 
Therefore, let us not now prosecute a 
poor workman who may be the victim 
of circumstances over which he had 
no control. Our experts surely cannot 
tell exactly what happened down 
there in the tube. In this case dis. 
charge from the company’s employ 
would certainly be sufficient.

Sewers. 


AWIXA OFFICIALS ARE CALLED 


Associate of D’Olier Also Will 
Testify—Report of Threat on 
Mrs. ‘Phillips’s Life Doubted. 


The second week of the trial of 
former Borough President Maurice 
E. Connolly and former Sewer En- 
gineer Frederick Seely, charged with 
conspiracy with the late John M. 
Phillips, sewer pipe manufacturer, to 
defraud the city in the award of con- 
tracts for sewers, will begin this 
morning before Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Arthur S. Tompkins and a jury 
in the Queens County Court House 
Long Island City. 

During the week Special Assistant 
Attorney General Emory R. Buckner 
is expected to present evidence deal- 
ing with the $16,000,000 Jamaica 
sewer systems builtin 1925 and 1926. 
Investigations conducted oF Su- 
preme Court Justice Townsend Scud- 
der’ and Commissioner Clarence J. 
Shearn, at the order of Governor 
Smith, revealed charges that up to 
,000,000 aft had been collected 
out of this system alone, chiefly 
through excessive prices levied by 
Phillips for lock joint sewer pipe, 
of which he controlled a monopoly 
in Queens. 

The Jamaica system. included a 
@ewage disposal plant which cost the 
city $1,600,000, of which, it has been 
charged, $800,000 was excessive. The 
disposal plant was built by the Sani- 
tation Corporation, of ‘which William 
L. D’Olier was President, on con- 
tracts assigned to it by the Awixa 
Corporation;. which ‘received con- 
tracts from Borough President Con- 
nolly for about one-quarter of the 
Jamaica system. 


D’Olier Associate to Testify. 


D’Olier was found dead, shot 
through the head, on Sept. 2, and 
the Queens County Grand Jury held 
last week that he was murdered. Mr. 
Buckner will call to the witness 
stand Claire D. Schlemmer, Presi- 
dent, and other officials of, the Awixa 
Corporation, and James Kelly, for- 
merly Financial Secretary of the 
Sanitation Corporation, in an effort 
to disclose Phillip’s dealings with 
both corporations. 

Mr. Buckner had no comment to 
make yesterday on his plans. He 

ut in some work at his offices in 

owntown Manhattan, where his 
staff of legal assistants spent the en- 
tire day preparing for today’s court 
session. 

The offices assigned to Mr. Buck- 
mer in the court house at Long Is- 
land City were vacant yesterday, but 
because of the evidence filed there, 
were guarded by a uniformed police- 
man in addition to the regular court 
house custodian. Some of the most 
important evidence in the case was 
taken to Mr. Buckner’s Manhattan 
offices over the week-end for safe- 
keeping. This precaution recalled 
the theft or disappearance of records 
dealing with Queens sewer contracts 
from the offices of the Awixa Cor- 

oration last year, on the eve of the 
Beudder inquiry. 

The jury, which Justice Tompkins 
hhas ordered sequestered in the Kew 
Gardens Inn when it is not in court, 
was to have attended church yester- 
day morning, but because of rain 
most of its members did not do so, 
They received visits during the day 
from their families. Guarded b 
court attendants, they were not al- 
lowed to discuss the case with out- 
siders. They were ‘supplied with 
newspapers from which accounts of 
the trial had been clipped. The 
jurors play checkers and dominoes to 
pass the time. 

De. » Wallace, trial counsel for 
Seely, made a trip yesterday to Free- 

ort, L: I., where Phillivs lived. Mr. 

allace admitted last night that he 
had gone there on business con- 
nected with the trial, but declined 
to tell what it was. Connolly an- 
nounced on Saturday that he in- 
tended to spend yesterday at the 
Prospect Rod and Gun Club, near 
Freeport. 


Doubt Mrs. Phillips Is Threatened. 


A report published yesterday to the 
effect that Mrs. Phillips, widow of 
the sewer pipe manufacturer, had 
been threatened with ‘death by a 
former associate of her husband, was 
discounted last night by officials. 
Mr. Buckner’ said that Mrs. Phillips 
‘was not a witness for the prosecution 
and tha: he had not questioned her 
about her husband’s affairs, which 
apparently destroyed any motive for 
an attempt against her life. 

District Attorney ‘Richard S. New- 
combe of Queens was out of town, 
but. an Assistant District. Attorney, 
Thomas Thornton, said that the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office had received 
no complaint of the alleged threat. If 
a complaint is filed, he added; a thor- 
ough investigation will be made. 

Mrs. Phillips was not at her home 
in Freeport, and intimate friends of 
the family said they did not know 
where she was. She made reserva- 
tions recently for accommodations at 
the Garden Cit~ Hotel, but did not 
take thefn up. Former associates of 
Phillips, disclaiming any knowledge 
of the threat or any reason for it, 
said they had seen nothing of Mrs. 
Phillips recertly.

He Rejects Overtures of Dr. C. 
G. Abbot for Settling Issue 
Over First Flight. 











APPEAL TO CONGRESS SEEN 


Pioneer Calls Smithsonian _ State- 
ment “Faint Start ‘Toward Clear- 
ing Up” Disputed Acts. 


Special to The New York Times. 
DAYTON, Ohio, Sept. 30.—Orville 
Wright, who with Wilbur Wright, 
his deceased brother, develdped the 
airplane and made the first sus- 
tained flight on Dec. 17, 1903, re- 
plied to Dr. Charles G, Abbot, Di- 
rector of the Smithsonian Institution, 
tonight. His answer was interpreted 
by his friends as being a direct de- 
mand for a Congressional investiga- 
tion of ‘“‘reprehensible conduct of 
that institution.’’ 

“Public opinion has forced this 
faint start toward clearing up the 
matters to which I have beer calling 
attention for several years,’’ Mr. 
Wright declared. ‘‘However, an in- 
vestigation by disinterested parties 
seemingly will be necessary to clear 
them up. 

“This statement is an’ attempted 
justification of reprehensible conduct 
of the institution. It offers an ex- 
planation of why, when we offered 
the Kitty Hawk plane to the National 
Museum in 1910, the officials pre- 
ferred one of our machines of five 
years later date. At that time we 
assumed that it was because the 
National Museum then would have 
an 1896 Langley flying model, a 1903 
Langley airplane and only a 1908 
Wright airplane. This to us seemed 
Significant, but it is now explained 
that the Smithsonian officials pre- 


ferred the 1908 Wright plane because 
that plane seemed to them more in- 
teresting than the first plane that 
ever flew. 

‘Ts it not time that our National 
Museum is put into the hands of 
some one with a better knowledge 
and appreciation of the relative im- 
portance of historical objects?’’ 

Commenting. upon. the develop- 
ments in their order Mr. 
said: 

“In the friendly conference with 
me last April, to which Dr. Abbot 
refers, he expressed a desire to have 
the Smithsonian-Wright controversy 
settled without the intervention of 
outside parties and later he -said 
that ‘there is nothing which hinders 
me from going very far to satisfy 
Mr. Wright and close this unfortu- 
nate episode except the insistence 
that we confess ourselves to be. in- 
side knaves.’ 

“TI then told him ‘that all I insisted 
upon was a correction of the false 
impression in the public mind which 
had been created by the Smithsonian 
Institute. His present statement does 
not make these corrections and I 
infer that he found it impossible to 
make them without exposing the past 
—— conduct of his institu- 

on.”’ 

It was said tonight that. Dr. Abbot 
will have to be more explicit in his 
explanation of the matter, erase the 
label on the Langley machine and 
give proper credit to the . Wright 
brothers for the first airplane flight 
in history ‘before the matter can or 
will be closed. The original Wright 
plane now is in Kensington Museum. 
London, and serious doubts exist if 
it is ever returned to the United 
States, because of the controversy.

1914POSSIBILITIES DISPUTED 


Not Have Ended in Victory—Ex- 
German Crown Prince Differs.

PARIS, Sept. 30.—How the United 
States, and the army. of American 
doughboys played a decisive part in 
winning the ‘World ‘War ‘is told by 
Marshal Foch. and. General Luden- 
dorff in a book, ‘‘Two Battles of the 
Marne,” which has just been pub- 
lished. ; ‘ 

Marshall Joffre and the former 
Crown Prince of Germany take oppo- 
site views in the book on whether 
the first battle of the Marne could 
have resulted in a definitive victory 
for either side, the French chieftain 
declaring no and the German yes. 

Dealing with the second battle of 
the Marne in 1918, Marshal Foch 
pays warm tribute to the Americans: 
and to General Pershing’s foresight 
in choosing the reduction of the St. 
Mihiel salient as the first major 
operation the .American Expedition- 
ary Forces undertook. It liberated 
one of France’s principal trunk line 
railways serving the central and 
eastern fronts, hitherto cut. by Ger- 
man batteries at Commercy. ' 

“‘The capture of this salient,’’ Mar- 
shall‘Foch says, ‘‘brought new facili- 
ties and permitted us to envisage 
under favorable conditions: a. new 
offensive extending from the North 
Sea to the Meuse. 

“On Sept. 3, in view of the prog- 
ress of our centre armies, I pre- 
pared a Franco-American -offensive 
extending from the Meuse to Rheims 
directed toward Meziéres. At the 
same time Marshal Haig: was devel- 
a attacks toward Valenciennes, 
St. Quentin and Cambrai. Then I 
asked King Albert to take a group of 
| armies composed of Belgians, Brit- 

ish and French to drive the enemy 
| trom Ypres and march toward 
| Bruges and Courtrai. Preparations 
for the vast offensive were pushed 
rapidly and on Sept. 26 the tempest 
was unleashed from the North Sea 
to the Meuse, a distance of 350 kilo- 
meters (217.3 miles), converging the 
attacks to which the enemy ceded.”’ 

General Ludendorff says: 

“With the entry. into the line of 
1,000,000 Americans, fresh, young, 
ardent and avid for combat, re- 
sult became inevitable. The German 
army, to its honor, remained un- 
shaken to the end.’’ ; 

Regarding the first Battle of the 
Marne, Marshal Joffre writes: 

“In modern war it is difficult if 
not impossible to annihilate the 
enemy. The German victory in Rus- 
sia in 1915 and the allied victory in 
1918 ended without the annihilation 
of the vanquished foe. Victories like 
those of Napoleon at Austerlitz and 
Hannibal at Cannes with an army 
of 80,000 could not be realized to- 
day, with armies extending over a 
front of several hundred  kilo- 
meters.’’ 

The former Crown Prince says: 

“If the Germans or Allies had pos- 
sessed a real genius like Napoleon 
or Moltke, the campaign in ce 
would have ended with a crushing 
victory within a few weeks. The fact 
that the campaign ended stalemate 
cannot be attributed to modern 
| equipment, airplanes, tanks, gas, ar- 
tilery and machine guns, which 
were important, but the genius of a 
commander -in-chief would have 
been of the greatest advantage. The 
war of movement is not obsolete. It 
remains for the opportunity to arise,’ 
one a leader able to seize it success- 
ully.’

TALE OF ABDICATION 
MARES ITALY LAUGH 


Stories in Italian Paper in 
Brussels Are Not Even. Consid- 
ered Worthy of Denial. 


KING ‘AND FASCISTI CORDIAL 


‘Grand. Council Could Act on Succes- 
sion Only if Heir Were Minor 
With- No Male Relatives.

ROME, Sept. 30.—The stories pub- 
lished in an Italian newspaper in 
Brussels to the effect that King 
Victor Emmanuel will abdicate in 
favor of the Duke of Apulia as soon 
as the Fascist Grand Council is 
established as an organ of the State, 
are so. absurd that they. have 
created nothing but laughter here. 
The reports are not even considered 
worthy of denial, so completely 
absurd are they. 

Not only is there not a shread of 
truth in them, but as a matter of 
fact the relations between fascism 
and the Crown have probably never 
been more cordial than they are at 
the present. moment. The Grand 
Council has no intention of inter- 
fering in any way with the succes- 
sion to the throne, and moreover, 
it will not have the authority to do 
so. This matter is regulated by the 
Italian Constitution which lays it 
down that ‘‘the succession to the 
throne occurs according to the Salic 
law.”’ 

The bill which will make the Grand 
Council a constitutional body, states 
that the Council’s opinion must be 
heard on all bills appearing before 
Parliament affecting the succession 
to the throne. This, however, could 
occur only if the whole royal family 
here were wiped out, leaving no 
rightful heir under the Salic law, or 
if the rightful heir were a minor and 
had no male relations who could act 
as regents. 

In this case both branches of Par- 
liament would meet to appoint a 
Regent, only in such circumstances 
would the Grand Council’s opinion 


be heard in matters affecting the 
succession. In all other cases the 
succession would take place auto- 
matically without interference from 
Parliament or from the Grand Coun- 
cil since the latter could express an 
opinion only on ‘‘bills affecting the 
succession presented to Parliament.’’ 

In fact, as the Grand Council’s 
functions are to be purely advisory, 
in no case would the Council actually 
choose the succession to the throne.

SAYS WIFE DIVORCED 
“HAGGIN IN MEXICO 


Lawyer for Artist Asserts De- 
cree Has Reached the Former 
Bonnie Glass, Dancer. 


DECLARES BOTH FILED SUITS 


But That Court Found Against the 
Husband on Charge of Mental 
Cruelty—Couple Wed in 1916. 


Mrs. Helen Roche Haggin, former- 
ly Bonnie Glass, the dancer, has ob- 
tained a Mexican divorce from James 
Ben Ali Haggin, the artist, accord- 
ing to Arturo del Toro, Mexican at- 
torney, with offices at 36 Park Ave- 
hue. 

The artist brought an action for 
divorce in Hermosilla, State of So- 
nora, on April 6, Mr. del Toro said 
yesterday, She countered with a 
suit against him, and on the same 
grounds, namely, mental cruelty, 
and the Hermosilla court found for 
Mrs. Haggin, the official decree 
reaching this city yesterday morn- 
ing, Mr. del Toro added. 

It was reported, but not confirmed 
by Mr. del Toro, that Haggin, who 
inherited several million dollars from 


the estate of his grandfather, James 
B.. Haggin, had settled $750,000 on 
his wife before the suit. ‘It was also 
reported that the artist would soon 
marry again. Mr. Haggin and his 
former wife were said to be out of 
town yesterday. 

If Mr. H n does remarry, it will 
be the third time. His first wife 
was Miss Margaret Faith Robinson. 
She divorced him and married Magis- 
trate Joseph E. Corrigan. The re- 
port that Mr. Haggin planned to 
marry again described the bride-to- 
be as ‘‘one of the wealthiest women 
in America.’’ 

Mr. Haggin was married to the 
former Bonnie Glass in June, 1916, 
shortly after the final decree dis- 
solving his first marriage had be- 
come effective. Miss Glass at the 
time was the dancing partner of Al 
Davis. She had previously  ap- 
peared in many productions in the 
old Weber & Fields Music Hall. 

As far back as 1922 it became 
known that the Haggins had sepa- 
rated, and early in the next year 
a document in a suit filed in the 
Supreme Court disclosed that at 
that time Mr. Haggin was paying 
his wife $10,000 a year. The suit 
in the Supreme Court was by the 
trustees of a fund which Mr. Hag- 
gin had formed. The _ trustees 
wished to have the accounts of the 
fund approved. 

In accordance with the Mexican 
practice Mr. Haggin and Mr.. del 
Toro, who acted for him, went. to 
Mexico early this year. They went 
to Nogales, Ariz., and then to Her- 
mosilla, where the action was be- 
gun, the lawyer said. He asserted 
that Mrs. Haggin in her action made 
the allegation of mental cruelty, 
which under the Sofiora law is suf- 
ficient ground for a divorce.

DR. ANGELL ADDRESSES 
FRESHMEN AT YALE 


He Sets Forth the Essential Ele- 
ments of Saccess in Their 


College Life.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 30.— 
President Angell of Yale University 
this morning gave the annual matri- 
culation address in Battell Chapel. 

He told the entering students that 
a university can fully realize the pur- 
pose for which it is founded only 
when its students brought to it keen 
intelligence and alert imagination, 
the will to conquer difficulties and, 
above all, the essentials of sound and 
honest character. Dr. Angell stated 
that the great claim of an enlight- 
ened Christianity was that it rested 
on and welcomes truth and 
that aiter ali the storms and contro- 
versies had been stilled which rage 
about the disputed issues of Chris- 
tianity these great fundamental 
tenets remained untouched. 

He said in part: 

“Tt is perhaps least necessary to 
stress the most obvious of the areas 
in which wisdom comes to her own 
within the walls of the college. Our 
colleges and universities. are primar- 
ily set to preserve and disseminate 
knowledge and truth, and to dis- 
cover new truth. whenever it may be 
found.. The man who comes to such 
an institution and does not dedicate 


interests is false to the trust re- 
posed in him by his forbears who 
founded the institution, to the con- 
temporary society which maintains 
it and to the company of scholars 
who conduct it. 


“To sit at the feet of great schol-. 


ars is one of the privileges of which 
the college man should be most jeal- 
ous. following him who can lead re- 
vealingly into the mysteries of  his- 
tory and literature, of science, and 
to forego such opportunities because 
one is absorbed in some trivial extra- 
neous activity is simply to sell one’s 
birthright for a mess of pottage. 
Follv is too mild a term for such 
ineptitude.’’

Church Has Always Met Trouble 
When It Regulated Human 
Affairs, Pastor Warns. 





The function of religion is not to 
tell people what they should do or 
how they should vote, the Rev. Al- 
bert C. Grier declared yesterday 
morning in his sermon as pastor of 
the Church of the Truth (Divine 
Science), 107 West Fifty-eighth 
Street.

was about to fall because of drunk- 
enness and licentiousness. Yet we 
find no word in regard to that. In- 
stead, he came and told a group of 
ople of the divinity within them, 
he perfection of God within them- 
selves. He told them that the ‘King- 
dom of Heaven was within them.’”’ 

His avoidance of political subjects, 
Mr. Grier said, was not due to lack 
of interest in economic, social and 
governmental concerns. He ex-

“But,” he continued, “‘almost every

Much of the 
morality of the world is of an arti- 
ficial nature. Religion has not for 
its function the making of lines of 
demarcation between this thing and 
that, and it has always got into 
trouble by doing so. Religion aban- 
dons its high and divine prerogative 
when it attempts to do such things. 
We have no foundation for such at- 
tempts to direct the morals of others. 

“The Church of Truth has aban- 
doned forever the outward manipu- 
lation of the morals of men, and 
must seek its power at the seat of 
power, in the soul of man.”

Dr. Poling Says Suggestion for 
Levy on Discussion of 
Politics Is ‘Unfortunate.’ 





MINISTER DEFENDS MAYOR 





Rev. Harrison Rockwell Asserts 
Pulpit Should Not Be Used 
as Political Forum. 





The Rev. Dr. Daniel A. Poling, 
pastor of the Marble Collegiate Re- 
formed Church, Fifth Avenue and 
Twenty-ninth Street, in his sermon 
last evening referred to Mayor 
Walker’s proposal to tax churches 
engaging in politics: 

“The Mayor of our city still 
breathes out threatenings,’’ he said. 
“He goes from the moving picture 
field to the ecclesiastical. The ques- 
tion ‘Shall church property be 
taxed?’ is open to debate. Many 
churchmen take the affirmative, but 
the manner and time of the Mayor's 
suggestion is rather unfortunate. Is 
Tammany now being put forward as 
a possible judge of the churches? 
The implications raise many ques- 
tions.”’ 

“A city is the twentieth century’s 
greatest challenge to civilization,”’ 
said Dr. Poling. 
tury faced a greater challenge. But 
let it be just that—a challenge. Let 
us, who live surrounded first by the 
clamor and steel of modern construc- 
tion and then by the steel and ex- 
ploitation of civilization’s organiza- 
tions that are peculiar to modern city 
life, let us address ourselves to our 
task with the same spirit that made 
homes out of primeval forests and 
that captured harvests from des- 
erts.’’ 

The Rev. Harrison Rockwell, vicar 
of All Saints’ Protestant Episcopal 
Church, Henry and Scammel Streets, 
in his sermon last evening referred 
to Mayor Walker’s recent rebuke to 
those churches’ which he said had 
allowed their congregations to be- 
come little more than public forums 
while enjoying tax exemption. The 
minister said: 

“The citizen is not so much con- 
cerned with taxes and exemptions 
therefrom as he is with the churches 
fulfilling their divine commission to 
preach the Gospel of Christ. As a 
Christian he knows'the decree of our 
Lord that His houses shall be called 
houses of prayer. The discussion of 
political candidates in a church or 
the consideration therein of national 
issues make better copy for the 
newspapers than.does a sermon on 
some spiritual topic, but the clergy- 
man who finds it more natural to 
talk politics or discuss current topics 
in his pulpit is not a credit to the 
highest vocation among men and he 
deserves the rebuke which 
— has thrust at him in his state- 
ment. 

“The man who stands in a pulpit 
should realize that he stands there 
as the representative of an absent 
Christ. Jesus was concerned with the 
reclamation of human lives; He 
came to save men. When. the inner, 
spiritual life of a man has been 
awakened, more has been done for 
him that any forum, however excel- 
lent, can do The foundation of our 
national life rests upon the personal 
religion of our people. To develop 
that the Church of Christ exists.’’

ALL USE SAME DOCTRINE 


He Insists Prohibition Is Difficult 
Issue Upon Which Nobody Ex- 
pects 100,000,000 to Agree. 





It could not be expected that one- 
hundred million people would agree 
on the liquor issue, ‘the Rev. Dr. 
Charles E. Jefferson declared ‘yester- 
day morning in the Broadway. Con- 
gregational Tabernacle, at Fifty- 
sixth Street. It was his first Sun- 
day back after a summer’s vaca- 
tion and the day also marked the be- 
ginning of his thirty-first year as 
pastor of the tabernacle. 

Dr. Jefferson said that in spite of 
many books and magazine articles 
to the contrary, the Christian 
churches were not fighting each 
other. 

“T am going to preach to you this 
morning,’’ he said, ‘‘on ‘The Unity 
of the Church.’ I uo it because we 
have heard a great deal of late about 
the divisions of the church. The 
Christian churches are not fighting 
each other. I have been preaching 
in Broadway thirty years and I have 
never wasted two minutes of your 
time criticising any other church. 

“There are 400 churches on this 
island and 1,000 in Greater New 
York, and I have never seen that 
they were wrangling th each 
other. 

“There is no reason we should be 
shame-faced that 500,000,000 Christ- 
jans do not agree. They do not 
agree in science, in geology. Doc- 
tors do not agree. When you come 
into the realm of politics it is im- 
possible to get people to think alike. 
Experts co not agree on the tariff. 
When it comes to farm relief you 
would think that the farmers out 
west would agree on what they 
want, but they don’t. 

‘“‘When you come te the subject of 
prohibition how would you expect 
100,000,000 to agree? e liquor 
traffic is one of the most difficult 
problems with which the govern- 
ment has to deal. Is it ‘scandalous’ 
then that we do not all agree on 
its solution? No. You can’t have 
it any other way. It has to be that 


ay. 

‘“‘And I am surprised that it should 
be expected that Christians should 
agree when you consider the ten- 
dency of human nature to go ‘on 
tangents.’ ’’ 

Dr. Jefferson pointed out that 
every Roman Catholic, Greek Catho- 
lic and Protestant Church through- 
out the world agreed in that they 
began their worship wit The 
Lord’s Prayer, and in that the same 
New Testament was in every pulpit 
and in that all celebrate regularly 
“the Last Supper’’ with bread and 
wine ‘‘because 1900 years ago Jesus 
Christ died on the cross for the sins 
of the world.” 

Rather than the Christian churches 
being divided, Dr. Jefferson said to 
look about ‘‘and see the United 
Church of Christ, 500,000,000 strong, 
bowing down before Jesus Christ 
and calling Him ‘Lord of All.’”’

Inflation of stock market prices on 
this basis is not necessarily the tra- 
ditional inflation caused by inflow 
of gold or expanding paper curren- 
cies. It may represent the culminat- 
ing momentum of a ‘‘gold inflation’’ 
Such as actually occurred between 
1914 and 1917, and from 1920 to 1927; 
but the very extended speculation of 
1919 and 1920 was accompanied by 
reduction of $400,000,000 in this coun- 
try’s gold supply, precisely as the 
existing speculation was coincident 
with a decrease of $500,000,000. Still, 
inflation of credit, pursued over any 
considerable period, always brings 


abnormally high money rates, and ar 


they necessarily come with more sud- 
denness and violence if increasing | ; 
drafts are made on credit while the 
basis of the credit structure is con- 
tracting. 

These are the commonplaces of 
finance. They have this much of 
special interest at the moment, that 
the absence of business reaction in 
a high-money period, particularly 
the breaking of Autumn records for 
production in one or two industries, 
has raised the question whcther 
credit inflation may not have found 
its way into general trade. Such a 
situation may exist, to the extent 
that activities in certain industries 


are built up on immensely increased z 


use of credit to finance instalment 
purchases. But industrial credit in- 
fiation is not reflected, either in the 
commercial credit market or in the 
course of industrial prices. 

The latest ‘‘commodity average’’ 
of the Government statisticians does, 
it is true, show increase of 4 per 
cent. in the past twelve months; 
but it is nevertheless lower than at 
the corresponding date in 1926 and 
4 per cent. under that of 1925. Every 
group of commodities except farm 
products is selling under the aver- 


age of 1926. Even aside from prices, | 54 


reports of outstanding credit show 
that the requisitions of trade have 
been only normal. Total loans un- 
secured by Stock Exchange collat- 
eral, reported by member banks to 
the Federal E#serve, have increased 
anly 3% per cent. in the last twelve 
months, a normal rate of expansion 
and barely one-third the percentage 
increase of 1923, whereas brokers’ 
borrowings, as reported by the New 
York Stock Exchange, have risen 
40 per cent. The existence of a 
rate on commercial loans lower by 
one-fourth than the rate on time 
loans with stock collateral is itself 
evidence in point; the rate was the 
same on both when money tightened 
in 1923 and 1920. 

The inference is important, and 
goes far toward explaining the 
absence of concern in general trade 
over the high-money rates. It also 
proves what was the real cause for 
the Wall Street money stringency 
and shows the improbability of re-

German Market is Already 
Taken £6,000,000 From the 


Bank of England. 


BIDS HIGH, -FOR -MONEY,| 


Scarcity of Capital In Germany 
Causes Heavy Recourse to the 
Foreign Markets. 


Special.Cable to THs New YorE Trams, 

LONDON, Sept. 28.~The feature of 
the financial situation in London is 
the’ persistence of unusually heavy 
gold exports to Germany. Approxi- 
mately £7,000,000 has been sent from 
London to Berlin in this recent move- 
ment, which actually commenced 
early last July. Part of the German 
demand has been met from the sup- 
plies of the open market, but it is 
estimated ‘that about £6,000,000 has 
been taken from the Bank of Eng- 
land. As. yet, however, due to the 
influx of gold from South Africa, the 
present gold holdings of the Bank of 
England are only about £3,250,000 be- 
low the record total of £176,585,000 
attained three weeks ago. 

Despite the large shipments of gold 
to Germany, exchange on Berlin re- 
mains well below the gold-export 
paint, and there are at present no 
indications of the movement coming 
to an end. Normally, the state of 
Germany’s export trade would. pro- 
hibit gold imports, on account of its 
foreign trade operations; but the ad- 
verse trade balance, even when 
swelled by reparation payments, is 
being more than covered by the 
steady flow of foreign money on a 
large scale into Germany, where it is 
badly needed, owing to the continued 
scarcity of home credit. For this 
money higher rates are procurable at 
Berlin than can be obtained any- 
where else. 

Money Attracted by Berlin. 

Since the stabilization of the franc 
France also has been lending freely 
to Germany and has simultaneously 
reduced her balances in the United 
States. This movement has undoubt- 
edly afforded support to sterling ex- 
change; through the drafts of Paris 
on New York. Paris and London 
have, for some time past, been tak- 
ing the place lately occupied by New 
York as the supplier of Germany’s 
trade requirements, but with the im- 
portant difference that London sends 
gold while Paris does not. 

The present gold movement to 
Berlin is somewhat unexpected and 
anomalous, but it is regarded by 
Many as a na sequel to the 
growth in Germany’s foreign indebt- 
edness. Reparation ents alone 
constitute a hea’ nery: nm upon Ger- 
man capital whi would tt 
be available for internal use. Since 
liabilities on account of reparations 
are now reaching their maximum, 
and remittances for the discharge of 
the obligations incurred during years 
of shortage of internal liquid capital 
are heavy, it iooks as though Ger- 
many will continue to be a large bor- 
rower abroad, and co uently an 
important factor in the international 
money market. 

No Rise in London Discount Rates. 


While the loss by the Bank of Eng- 
land is serious, its position remains 
very strong, and in this case there is 


no reason whatever to believe the 
lans for. amal tion of the note 
ssues will be altered or delayed. 
Despite the gold shipments, discount 
rates have actually declined, which 
brought money into an almost abun- 
dant supply. There is, however, a 
simple explanation. Tne discount 
rates declined because the three 
months’ bills now issued mature at 
the end of December, when money 
will be needed, and are therefore ex- 
tremely popular with the banks. De- 
mand for such bills has therefore 
far ow the supply.

PARIS, Sept. 28.—The Paris money 
market has grown tighter on the 
approach of the month-end pay- 
ments. The call-money rate remains 
at 2% per cent., but outside discounts 
steadied during the week from 3% 
to 3% per cent. Nevertheless, the 
general situation on the money 
market is considered entirely satis- 
factory, and no difficulty is expected 
on the Stock Exchange monthly 
settlements. 

The Bank of France ‘again inter- 
vened on the foreign exchange 
market at the beginning of the 
week, its purpose being: to prevent 
the Germian’ mark rate! from rising 
to the gold export point.: As a result, 
the trend of that market changed 
and most foreign rates weakened. 
Sterling fell from 124.15 francs to 
123.93, the dollar from 25.60 to 25.57 
and the mark from 610 to 609.25. 

This recovery in the franc ap- 
peared to result mainly, however, 
from transfer of reparation pay- 
ments made by Germany on the ap- 
proach of the month-end due date, 
and is therefore not expected to con- 
tinue long.

PITTSBURGH, Sept. 29.—The rate 
ef steel production has lately reached 
what will doubtless prove to be the 
Maximum for the second half of the 
year, at 85 per cent. or perhaps a 
trifle more. The first half-year aver- 
‘age was 83.6 per cent., with a high 
ef 91 per cent. in April and a low of 


%6 per cent. in June, since when pro- 


duction has been slowly climbing. 


With a larger decrease late in the 


year than seems at all probable, the 
year’s total steel ingot production 
would be about 48,000,000 tons, while 
a fair average estimate would be 
49,000,000 tons, which would repre- 
sent 12 per cent. gain over last year 
and 5 per cent. gain over 1926, thus 
far the record year. 

Tonnage is one of the factors de- 
termining steel company earnings. 
This year steel production decreased 
about 2 per cent. from the first quar- 
ter to the second, with a further de- 
crease of about 2 per cent. to the 
third quarter. A fair guess for fourth 
quarter would be a 5 per cent. de- 
crease. 

’ Both from observation of condi- 
‘tions in such steel consuming lines as 
-ecan be scrutinized and from observa- 
tion of the condition of the steel] mar- 
ket as a whole, it appears that there 
‘is no room for further increase in 
steel production this year, while sea- 
sonal decrease is natural and has 
been observed almost every year as 
to the last month or the last two 
months. 

_. Automobile production made a new 
high record in August and the best 
that is said of it is that up to the end 
of October it will decrease but slight- 
ly from the August rate. Fabricated 
structural steel lettings began run- 
ning especially heavy last May and 
‘the lighter awards reported in the 
‘past week, with only a small amount 
of new business coming up for bids, 
conform with the usual observation 
.of a seasonal decrease toward Win- 
ter. Production of line pipe, for oil 
and gas lines, has been very heavy in 
the last two months and could not 
increase, capacity in the sizes in- 
volved being fully engaged, while 
naturally there is less disposition to 
lay line pipe in Winter. In general 
building operations the- consumption 
of steel would naturally decrease 
henceforth. On the other hand, ac- 
tivity of the agricultural implement 
industry has opportunity to increase.

Much has been said of modern art 
and its relation to business and re- 
tail advertising, yet there remains a 
great deal of misunderstanding of 
what the modernistic trend is and 
how it should be handled.

What we are getting in much of this 
imitative pseudo-modern style are 
ornateness and confused effects. 

“Modern art does employ distor- 
tion freely, but only when it serves 
some esthetic end. The ae

“Good taste is important in 
clothes. It is equally important in 
advertising.”

BUILDERS. PAYOR 
-TRUST-LAW CHANGE 


Charles L. Eidlitz Believes That 
Revision Would Benefit 
“the Industry. 


OBSOLETE IN MANY WAYS 


Leaders Studying Present-Day 
Problems and Excessive Com- 
petition Methods. 


- Revision of the Federal and State 
anti-trust laws as a step toward im- 
proving many detrimental conditions 
im the building industry is advocated 
by. Charles L. Hidlitz, Chairman of 
the Electrical Board of Trade in New 
York and Chairman of the Structural 
Steel Board of Trade. in this city. 

“Many of the leaders in the industry 
also favor revision of the anti-trust 
acts, writes Allen E. Beals in the 
current Dow Service Daily Building 
Reports. He points out that those 
who know anything about present- 
day methods in the building business | 
realize that whenever a contractor 
takes a job at or below cost that part 
of the building is likely to present 
different structural aspects from the 
on of the owner or archi- 
tect, 

“‘While: there are owners who ac- 
cept any kind of workmanship,” a 

adds, ‘“‘that looks good on the sur- 
face because they have sold the build- 

ing from plans’ or expect to sell it 
immediately upon completion and in 
that way escape responsibility for 
luick depreciation or worse, and 
Peo are architects who sell com- 
leted plans for cash and thus end 
th heir responsibility, the building con- 
struction industry as a whole. recog- 
nizes that unless something is done 
to keep standards of construction 
from becoming worse the question of 
public -safety alone will force the 
issue,

“ampany, as a keynote speech, ex- 
~ressing their dissatisfaction with ex- 
isting trade conditions that encour- 
age unfriendly competition and ex- 
cessive price cutting.”’ 


Anti-Trust Law Revision. 


Many iron and steel trade leaders 
consider that. this condition exists 
because anti-trust laws that were de- 


signed to curb the trade abuses of 
'Pheodore Roosevelt’s ‘‘trust-busting”’ 
days are useless when the courts 
try to make them fit post-war trade 
eonditions of today. 

In discussing the situation from 
the building trade standpoint, Mr. 
Eidlitz states that by revision he does 
not necessarily mean abandonment. 

“Apparently the Federal authori- 
ties,’ explained Mr. WHidlitz, ‘‘in 
their interpretation of what is illegal 
have reached a point which has re- 
sulted in producing a situation in 
which any joint or concerted action 
on the part of business men to bene- 
fit their business, or bring them a 

reasonable return for their efforts, 
i considered illegal. 

“In fact, from what we have seen 
of these rulings, it is almost safe to 
say that anything that is done by 
any grou of men, or any employer 

«alization, which actually works 
3sut vor results in improvement, is 
iNegal. 

“Organized labor and farmers are, 
of course, exempted from all these 
restrictions. The fact remains that 
tmless men in business can sit in to- 
gether and work out means for bene- 
titing their business, those especiallv 
cxempted will be the sufferers, 

“The time certainly has come when 
business men’s organizations should 
put their combined effort behind a 

modification of the laws that are not 
working out well and which are so 
drawn that they are interpreted dif- 
terently by nearly every court.”’ 

Building material equipment and 
“opliance manufacturers, distribu-

STRIKE STILL POSSIBLE 


} Leaders Refuse to Reveal Action 
_* at General Meeting—Will Meet 
Employers Wednesday. 


After two hours of discussion yes- 
terday, marine workers employed by 
the so-called independent group of 
towboat owners, who have asked for 
& new working agreement which will 
include a $10 monthly increase of 
Wages and a definite working day, 
agreed to modify their demands, but 
refused to accept the proposal of 
their employers that the agreement | is 
now in effect be continued for an- 
other year. 

About 1,000. of the 5,000 men who 
are employed by about 500 boat 
owners gathered at Palm Garden, 
305 West Fifty-second Street, where 
Captain William A. Maher, Presi- 
dent of the Associated Marine 
Workers, told of a conference which 
his committee held last week with 
@ committee of boat owners. The 
demands of the men, he said, were 
refused by the employers at that 
session, on the ground that business 
conditions did not warrant increased 
wages or the granting of opportu- 
nity for the men to earn more 
through a revision of working hours. 

A number of the employes stated 
the case for their fellow-employes 
ee esterday’s meeting and author- 

Captain Maher and his com- 
smittes to revise the demands and 
again approach the employers. The 
‘meeting was closed to all but em- 
ployes and the terms of the agree- 
ment which the men proposed were 
not learned. 

The committees of workers and 
employers will meet again Wednes- 
day afternoon at the offices of the 
New York Towboat Exchange, 11 
Moore Street, at which time the new 
demands will be submitted. Another 
meeting of the employes will be held 
next Sunday at the Palm Garden, 
at which time the outcome of the 
committee’s meeting will be re- 
ported. 

Captain Maher would not say to 
what extent the possibility of a 
strike by the men as a means of 
obtaining their end had been con- 
sidered. It was learned from an- 
other source, however, that the men 
are ready to go on strike if they 
cannot obtain their demands by ar- 
bitration. A strike would tie up all 
of the towboats in the harbor with 
the exception of those owned by 
the Federal and municipal govern- 
ments and the railroads.
